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Che Manner of Life Our 


Lord Lived While Ftere 


Rev. Paul H. Sexton’s Radio Message 
of February 27, 1948, over CHAB, Moose 
Jaw, Sask. 

I feel particularly disposed to bring 
to you this morning the manner of 
life our Lord lived while here in our 
physical element. He was the Word 
made flesh, the physical expression of 
Eternal Truth. Now, inasmuch as He 
was the only perfect human being 
that ever lived—an exact facsimile of 
Divinity, yet by incredible condescen- 
sion He was tempted in the flesh in 
every point like as we are—I believe 
a few index truths relative to the 
divine conduct of our Lord will serve 
to reveal the superlative need in the 
lives of us Christians today. Certainly 
a world at its worst demands a church 
at its best. 

First, I want to remind you that 
Jesus rejected every personal option 
to accomplish the Father’s plan. He 
repeatedly stated that He came not to 
do His will. He said that the words 
He spoke were not His words. He also 
said that He could do NOTHING of 
Himself. His life was not a self-assert- 
ed one. From the creation to the cross, 
He was God’s Lamb. He was by loving, 
voluntary submission, the physical 
demonstration of divine perfection, 
from the cradle to the cross. 

This was wrought out by an utter 
abandonment of His personal life to 
the Father’s will. His testimony was 
stated in these words, “I do always the 
things that please my heavenly 
Father.” Thus, and thus alone, could 
He ever have carried out the plan of 
God to redeem mankind from the 
curse of the first Adam’s disobedience. 
He was God’s Possessed One before 
He came into the world, and this pos- 
sessiveness of the Father characterized 
His entire earthly life. 

His was a life in perfect divine con- 
trol. He was put to the test by the all 
but infinite strength of Satan. Again 
and again the enemy tried to get Him 
to assert His volition in contradiction 
to the Father’s will, but He emerged 
every time from these awful engage- 
ments with the devil as God’s spotless 
Lamb, our Atonement, without defect 
unsullied, infallible. In the rocks and 
the roots of the garden of Gethsem- 
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ane, He consigned Himself to the last 
terrible phase of the Father’s love- 
plan for this lost world’s deliverance 
from Satan’s power. So He ultimately 
triumphed through complete obedience 
by willingly submitting to the nails of 
the cursed cross. The works of the 
devil were potentially destroyed when 
Jesus sighed forth in expiratory weak- 
ness, the words of all-victorious 
strength, “IT IS FINISHED!” 

Now, my listening friends, it is our 
business to prosecute, in our personal 
lives, the victory of Christ’s cross 
through faith. , 

Now I am not speaking about brain 
belief, though it does share in it some- 
what, but about the VITAL faith of 
our hearts. That makes us active 
participants through crucifixion of 
self, participants in the cause for 
which He suffered. He said, “As my 
Father hath sent Me into the world, 
even so send I you.” 

The Bible calls us to an exactness of 
the Christ life. The very ministry of 
Christ is to find its continuity in 
the Church. Yes, He expects the won- 
derful restoration of His original de- 
sign for man to take place in and 
through the Church, which is His 
body on earth. 

The only possible way this can take 
place is for us to yield to the Father 
in the same manner Christ yielded 
in His earthly life. This great ministry 
that He wants to give the Church is 
the power of Christ crucified and risen 
again, dwelling in us. The Holy Ghost, 
who is the Executive of the Godhead, 
baptizes true believers in the one body 
through which Christ is continuing 
His work. He is not only the Head of 
the body, directing in this mighty min- 
istry, but He is the very efficacy 
through which it is accomplished. Oh, 
friends, it is “Christ in us, the hope 
of glory.” You see, there is no place 
for self in this. 

Religious paraphernalia can never 
avail. It takes the dynamic enable- 
ment of the Holy Spirit to make the 
ministry of the Lord an actual thing 
in our lives today. Oh, how the world 
is hungering for reality, such as char- 
acterized the ministry of Christ. The 
only way we can have reality in our 





services today is to come under com- 
plete and constant control of the in- 
dwelling Christ. This can never be 
without a profound experience of the 
cross, that self will cease its efforts 
so Christ may have uninterrupted 
command. Jesus said, “Without me 
you can do nothing.” Again, “The 
flesh profiteth nothing.” Paul said 
that in his flesh there was “no good 
thing.” The flesh is too weak to carry 
out the injunctions of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. We in ourselves have nothing 
the world wants. They don’t want to 
see our great plants, our wealth, our 
institutions, so elaborately equipped 
(though all these may very well have 
their place in His work). No! They 
don’t even want our creeds or our 
denominations. The vehement cry of 
the world is, “Show us the Father, and 
it sufficeth us.” 

Tell us how we can ever witness 
of divine things when all men can see 
in us the self-life, the human ugliness 
that is so much unlike the Lord. When 
the subversive nature of self, with all 
its proclivities, is brought to the cross, 
then men will no longer see us, but 
Christ who liveth in us. 

When the ministry of Christ finds 
its living reproduction in our self- 
dead lives, the world is going to be- 
hold the greatest, most all-eclipsing 
revival power since the days when 
Christ cast demons out and ‘healed 
every manner of disease. It is coming! 
There are still knees that have never 
bowed to Baal. There are some who 
are going through. Believe me when I 
tell you it can come only when we 
renounce the flesh and demonstrate 
to the world that we can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth 
us.—The Gospel Exhorter.

Psalm 150:6 says, “Let every thing 
that hath breath praise the Lord.” 

There are things that many can’t 
do, but rich and poor, high and low, 
learned and unlearned, young and old 
can unite in praising God. God is 
worthy of all the praise we can give. 


FOR BEAUTY 

We are inclined to praise things for 
their beauty—beautiful scenes of na- 
ture, beautiful works of art, beautiful 
singing and instrumental renditions. 
God originated all this beauty. He is 
Master Architect and Designer of 
beauty and should be praised whole- 
heartedly for all the beauties we can 
see. It is easy to see beauty if we look 
for it. Too many are looking for things 
to complain and grumble about. Jude 
16 tells us about a class of church folk 
who are murmurers and complainers, 
walking after their own lusts, holding 
men’s persons in admiration for ad- 
vantage, etc. Let us not be like these; 
let us look for beauty and continually 
praise God for it. 

FOR GREATNESS 

People like to praise great men— 
Edison, the great wizard of inventors, 
who gave to the world so many burden 
lifters; Wright brothers, who invented 
the airplane; and so many other great 
men. These men have reflected the 
greatness of the One who made them. 
Great preachers have the greatness 
of God displayed in their lives, and 
God should be praised for giving their 
great ministry to a sin-wrecked world. 
Instead of praising these men, the 
praise should be given to the One 
who made them great. 


FOR WISDOM 

Men have been praised for their 
wisdom in all ages. Solomon has the 
credit of being the wisest king, but 
we should remember that he asked 
wisdom of God, and God endowed him 
with the wisdom he had. Wise states- 
men and wise men in different walks 
of life have only been display windows, 
where God displayed His wisdom. So, 
we should praise God for His wisdom; 
He is the source of all wisdom. We 
have problems that perplex us, but 
God’s wisdom fathoms all problems 
and mysteries. He knows about our 
problems; also, He knows our prob- 
lems. 

Many people have knowledge, have 
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extensive training, but a few have 
wisdom. Knowledge puffeth up when 
not coupled with wisdom. Wisdom is 
exercised in knowing how and when 
to do things. Jesus said, “Be ye wise 
as serpents and harmless as doves.” 
We praise God for wisdom by letting 
Him make us wise. Paul said the Holy 
Scriptures will make us wise unto 
salvation. 
FOR GOODNESS 

Benefactors, who have displayed 
marked degrees of goodness in helping 
needy mankind, have been highly 
praised for their noble deeds. There 
is nothing more praiseworthy than 
goodness. Goodness pushes aside self- 
ishness and displays the noblest attri- 
bute of God through man. All man- 
kind is bad without God; but, when 
God comes into the life of the worst 
man or woman, he or she becomes 
good. So, we should praise God for 
making some people good. 


HOW 

We can praise God in song, and all 
who can sing should praise Him in 
song. Some people who can sing go 
to church and refuse to sing, because 
they see somebody in the choir they 
don’t like. They let childish whims 
keep them from being honest in ren- 
dering due praise to God, and rob 
themselves of great joy that certainly 
would come to them if they would 
wholeheartedly praise God in song. 
They sing in minor tones the dirge of 
denouncing people whom they don’t 
like. I mean their own funeral dirge, 
for such doings surely spell spiritual 


suicide. So, let us do as we are told in 
Ephesians fourth chapter—Sing and 
make melody in our hearts to the Lord, 
at church, at home, or on the job, 
and thus, please God, bless others, and 
bring much needed blessings to our 
own hearts. 


Also, we can and should praise God 
by attending church. If we go to 
church to fervently worship God, every 
step we take is an expression of 
praise to Him. When one who is able 
and could go to church fails to go, to 
an extent, he denounces his Maker. 
Psalm 100:4 says to enter His courts 
with praise. The more one attends, 
the more he praises God and blesses 
others. There is a growing laxity 
among church members in the matter 
of church attendance, which is appall- 
ing. Some not only stay away them- 
Selves, but deliberately keep others 
away, and prate about how they love 
God. We owe it to ourselves and others 
to faithfully attend church. 

WITH THE HOLY DANCE 

Psalm 150 tells us to praise the Lord 
with the dance. When God overthrew 
Pharaoh and his host in the Red Sea, 
Miriam and the women of _§ Israel 
danced and praised God for victory 
over their enemies. As Israel returned 
after David slew Goliath, David 
danced before the Lord with all his 
might. He praised God with the dance 
for victory. If David, in that day of 
shadows, could praise God with the 
dance, how mueh more should we? 
When the Holy Ghost moves on some 
people, they clutch their seats to keep 
from letting Him demonstrate, and 
others have become careless till they 
are never moved. We need to humble 
ourselves and pray till the Spirit of 
God moves us to praise Him in every 
way we can. When God’s people are 
yielded to Him, the Holy Ghost moves 
them to dance and shout, sinners are 
convicted and heaven rejoices. Church 
of God folks, let us get down to busi- 
ness, and quit our criticizing and 
faultfinding, get back on the track, 
and be true, sky-blue holiness people.

When some speaker says 
something that pleases his hearers, 
they praise his speech with hand-

He Prayed Again 

Literature of all kinds has been 
written on this great subject. Strange 
and varied are the ideas of men in try- 
ing to find a vocabulary to express 
all that prayer means to the people of 
God. There is an instinct in man that 
tells him there is a great God who 
rules life, that man’s destiny is in His 
hands, and that this God is supreme 
and rules over all. This instinct is the 
soul (no doubt) seeking to find an 
outlet for its longing for God. From 
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the earliest existence, we find our 
foreparents seeking Him through their 
sacrifices. Gen. 4:26, “Then began 
men to call upon the name of the 
Lord.” This is the first real record of 
prayer. The next was-Enoch, who 
walked with God for a long period of 
years and God translated him, and 
before his translation he had this tes- 
timony that he pleased God. Then 
came Noah the prayer warrior whom 
God used to preserve seed upon the

earth. Following the Bible order of 
men of prayer, next is Abraham. To 
me there is not a record in the Bible 
more positive than that of Abraham’s 
intercession for Lot (Gen. 18:23-33), 
when he followed God’s messengers as 
far as possible, and there prevailed for 
Lot. 
Prevailing Prayer 

Few and far between are the souls 
today that prevail in prayer. See 
Abraham as he pleads with God—

peradventure there are fifty, there 
might be forty-five; O Lord, I am but 
dust and ashes (what a contrast to 
many who try to pray); maybe there 
are forty or thirty; or maybe twenty, 
or ten; then the climax. And the Lord 
remembered Lot for Abraham’s sake 
(his prevailing prayers), and brought 
him out before the fire and brimstone 
was rained upon the city. Please look 
once at the contrast—Abraham on the 
hill overlooking Sodom, crying out to 
God for his nephew, and the angels 
at the gate, literally pulling Lot and 
his family out of the city to save them 
from destruction. 

Again, in Genesis 24, we have the 
prayer of Abraham’s servant, when 
the solemn _ responsibility fell so 
heavily upon him to take a bride for 
Isaac. Hear him praying for God to 
show him the right one, and see God 
answering in the same instant. Then 
let us look at the changing scenes. 
Several years later, by the brook 
Peniel, I see Jacob Abraham’s grand- 
son wrestling all night with an angel. 
As morning comes, the angel tries 
to leave, but Jacob holds on—‘“I will 
not let thee go except, thou bless me.” 
Then the blessing, and the angel asks, 
“What is thy name?” “My name is 
Jacob (Deceiver, Supplanter), but a 
prevailer.” God says, “It is not Jacob 
any more, but it is Israel (Prince of 
God), and thou hast power.” I tell you, 
friend, there is power in prevailing 
prayer! 

Moses prayed, the Red Sea opened 
up, and the saints of old marched 
through the middle of the sea. 

Joshua prayed, and the sun stood 
still till the battle was finished. 

Gideon prayed, and put out his

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fleece; God answered accordingly. 

Samson was a miraculously given 
son of Manoah, who was a wonder 
for God. 

Samuel the prophet and priest was 
a direct answer to the prayer of his 
mother. 

David, the man after God’s own 
heart, was, no doubt, the greatest 
prayer of all. 

Time and words fail in telling of 
Solomon, Isaiah, Jeremiah (the weep- 
ing prophet), and many more. 

These men, their struggles, their 
trials, their sufferings, all summed 
up, tells us they were men who per- 
severed. They won great victories, 
personal and national, mostly because 
they knew how to pray and trust God 
for the answer. The history of success- 
ful men of all ages, who have done 
things for God, is that they prayed. 


Full-Gospel Movements 

A careful study of the full-gospel 
movements will prove, without a 
doubt, that the outpouring at Pente- 
cost was a result of a ten days’ prayer 
and praise meeting. Search the New 
Testament, and see the wondrous 
works of God. Hear our great Leader, 
Jesus: “. . . and greater works than 
these shall he do, because I go unto 
my Father.” 

Then, in the last half century, 
since the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost at the old Ezusa Street Mission 
in California, millions have received 
the mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and multiplied thousands have been 
saved and healed. This is certainly 
because someone prayed; yea, mil- 
lions have sought the favor of God; 
have swept through the unbelief, op- 
position, and persecutions; and have 
triumphed in victorious prayer. Whén 
the Church of God began its for- 
ward march, there was no herald of 
great and famous leaders, but we did 
know how to pray and wait upon God. 

Compare the results of the early 
Church, with a small group of Gali- 
lean fisherman who had been with 
Jesus, in person, in the mighty bap- 
tism of the Spirit, in prayers and 
waiting on God, then you have the 
example. 

“And he prayed again, and the 
heavens gave rain.” I feel certain 
that we need the latter rain. O God, 
send us revivals of prayer, and then 
I am very sure we shall have a har- 
vest of souls. 

Records state that two factors have 
been the means of bringing revivals— 
persecution and prayer. Most of our 


pioneer preachers can remember when 

, we were rejected by the world and 
suffered many privations and trials. 
We had to preach in any kind of an 
old delapidated building, even in the 
open air, under brush harbors; but 
God was with us, and we saw results. 
Now we have moved uptown. We are 
getting to be somebody. We are build- 
ing fine churches, and are educating 
our ministry. THIS I DO NOT CRITI- 
CIZE. But have we forgotten how to 
pray through? Have we lost our bur- 
den for souls. (I pray God we shall 
never depend on these things for our 
success.) I am of the firm conviction 
that we are at the danger stage to 
which other Protestant churches have 
come—where they have effected a 
compromise. Some of them today 
would like to get back to God, and 
have old-time revivals again. My 
heart’s desire is that God will direct 
us in the right course. 

A reasonable survey will convince 
us that the mighty revivals of the 
early Church, the miracles that ac- 
companied the ministry of.the men 
of that day and all through the cen- 
turies past, were not planned strategy, 
but were born of the prayers and tears 
of those who had a compassion for 
souls. The prayer warriors of the Ref- 
ormation dared defy the laws of the 
land to please God. They were willing 
to give their lives that others might 
be saved. Many of them welcomed 
the stake rather than give up their 
experience. Thus the blood of the 
martyrs became the seed of the 
Church. The natural disposition of 
man loves ease. The easiest sin in the 
life of the Christian is the sin of 
omission. The spirit is willing but the 
flesh is weak. 


It is my firm opinion that there is 
not a substitute for prevailing prayer 
in all the inventions of men. Elijah 
lived in a day when the spiritual con- 
dition was at its worst. Baal worship 
was predominant everywhere. He had 
to stand against a very wicked king, 
whose wife was the very strongest 
promoter of this most vile worship. 
He stood alone on Mt. Carmel; yet, he 
was not alone. There he prayed again. 
There he waxed bold for God—the 
God of Abraham. There he challenged 
the entire nation. There he called for 
a showdown. If God be God, serve 
Him, prove Baal. If He is God, let Him 
show His power. Let Him answer by 
fire. What courage, what zeal, what 
loyalty to.the God of heaven! What

A MISSIONARY RETURNS TO 
AFRICA 


(Continued from last week) 


Today, I have had to stop several 
times between trying to write and 
see after eight orphans, one of which 
is only eighteen months old and three 
others only about three years old, and 
another about five; the others are 
older. Besides looking after them, I 
have been making a garden, cooking 
three meals a day and trying to study 
at the same time. But I must get 
this letter finished tonight, as mail 
goes tomorrow. ; 

We send to the post office only once 
a week, as it is fifty miles away, and 
the native who carries the mail for 
us goes on foot there and back. We 
pay him for the journey, besides the 
postage which we have to put on 
the letters, for he is not a postal- 
service man. We have to furnish some- 
one to go to the post- for our 
mail. This week we did not send until 
the end of the week, so it will be to- 
morrow. That means it will be the 
end of next week before we have 
mail from the home land again. If 
there happens not to be any mail 
there, we shall have to wait another 
week, so you know we are always glad 
for mail when it comes. 

I was told about a week ago that 
if I intended to have any garden I 
should get it in right away, as the 
rains would begin to slack up in 
another month or so, and. then a 
garden would not grow unless irri- 
gated. I had never made a garden in 
my life. Mr. Stark had looked after 
that when we were here before. When 
I was on the mission field the first 
time, which was before I was married, 
it was in a section of Africa where 
the rains were so heavy we could 
not raise much of anything except 
rice, and we did not need to raise 
that as we could buy it from the.na- 
tives for less than we could afford 
to raise it.

I was pointed out a _ section of 
ground where I could have a little 
garden. There is not much that will 
grow while it is so wet, but the dry 
season is too dry unless one can irri- 
gate. I was able to hire a native to 
come and dig up the ground, but he 
did not know anything about making 
a garden like we would have. I went 
down and looked at Mr. Bodaly’s 
garden, then went back to mine and 
began. The Lord wonderfully helped 
me and between cooking my own 
dinner and looking after the orphans 
I still managed to plant some garden 
peas, carrots, and beans. Before I 
was through, I looked up just a little 
above my garden, or just about at 
the topside of my garden, for it hap- 
pens to be on a little slope. We had 
no rain all the morning. The ground 
was drying some on top, but as I 
looked, there was one little spot that 
looked quite wet at the topside of my 
garden, even though the sun had 
been so hot all morning. I was curious 
and went to see. As I drew near the 
spot, I could see a tiny stream of 
water trickling along. Where was this 
coming from? It was a mystery. As 
I arrived at the spot, I saw water 
just bubbling up right out of the 
ground. Had it been at the lower side 
of my garden, it would not have done 
any good, but there it was. When I 
saw that, I felt that the Lord had put 
it there. When I thought of making 
a garden, I wondered how I would 
get it watered in the dry season, for 
a sprinkle a day is not enough out here 
in this hot tropical sun; it takes real 
irrigation. So with very little work 
I was able to get that water started 
right around my garden. The native 
dug the ditch as I instructed him. 
The water was not there when I first 
looked at the spot of ground. Well, 
the Lord is good, and I do want to 
be faithful unto Him. 


When I first arrived at Chitau, they 
began ringing a bell, and it was only 


a few minutes until natives were seen 
coming from all direction to welcome 
me, saying in their native tongue, 
“Dona weia, weia; dona weia,” mean- 
ing “the Mrs. has come, has come; 
the Mrs. has come.” I would have 
liked to take a picture, but it was too 
late in the evening by that time, and 
I could not get one. I wish you could 
have seen them. 

It was your prayers and financial 
help which made it all possible. I 
trust you will keep praying, for there 
are yet victories to be won and souls 
to be reached with the gospel. I ap- 
preciate all your prayers and loving 
help, and may the Lord bless you as 
you work for Him in the home land. 
May we reap in the harvest together.

Dear Evangel Family: I feel very 
much impressed to write a few lines 
of praise to our God today for His 
wonderful healing for the children of 
men. 

On January 4, of this year, Brother 
(Happy) Tom Brooks started a revival 
here with us at the Belton Church of 
God, and on Monday, the 5th, about 
10 a.m. I had two hemorrhages, 
losing much blood. Not being sick be- 
fore this, I could not understand 
what was taking place, although since 
1935 I had suffered with something 
like ulcer of the stomanch, but had 
gotten to where I could eat anything 
I wanted and it didn’t seem to hurt 
me. I thought I was healed, although 
I hadn’t had a doctor. 

In 1925, about the middle of Sep- 
tember, I was saved and sanctified 
one Saturday night. On Sunday night, 
I joined the Church of God. From 
that time until now I have trusted 
God for my healing. God has healed 
me of many things since that time 
and during our ministry, which began 
at Rock Hill, S. C., in 1928, as pastor 
of that church, but never in my life 
have I seemed so near death as on last 
January 5.

Greenville and Brother J: H. Ingram 
and another brother with him. These 
men and Brother Brooks, who had 
been with me all the time, and a 
host of the saints here went to prayer. 
In a few minutes, God touched my 
body and I was healed to the extent 
I began to eat and talk, although I 
didn’t get up at that time, because I 
had lost so much blood. It was esti- 
mated that I had lost about six or 
seven quarts of blood, and I was ex- 
tremely weak. I began to amend from 
that very hour, I do not know the one 
who prayed the prayer of faith, but 
God did the work. 

On Saturday night, about 6 p.m.

clapping. God has spoken and His 
speech should move us to praise Him 
with plenty of hand-clapping. Hand- 
clapping is a simple testimony of 
praise in which we all can take part. 
PRAYER 

Our prayers should be made up 
mostly in praise to God for what He 
has already done for us. So often we 
make our prayers “give me, give me,” 
praiseless petitions with which God 
is displeased. God knows what we 
need, and when we render due praise 
to Him, He will give more than we 
can think or ask. The more we think 
of God’s praiseworthiness, the less we 
shall see of the badness of others, 
and the goodness of God will make 
the badness of others look small. 

Finally, when you think you are 
being mistreated, and feel tempted 
to complain, stop and think, and 
praise God that you are not being 
treated worse. If we should receive 
what we deserve, the worst mistreat- 
ment of man would be mild, when 
compared to that. We ought to praise 
God for our lives and health, for sal- 
vation, for healing, for friends, for 
the privilege to attend church, for 
the Church of God, for grace to endure 
trials, and for the trials to endure,
